amount whatever sum remains. This 
practice has led to no end of protest 
from some of the pensioners, and as 
near as can be ascertained, Is tho 
basis for much of tho recurring trou- 
ble at tho Institution. Tho subject

homo management. 


The officials contend that It Is but 
fair and Just that the inmates should 
contribute toward their own mainte- 
nance, and assert that If this was not 
withheld tho cost would fall upon the 
taxpayers of the state.

STEP WORLD ? 


lloMifi-Prof. Marchettl's new comet 


Is speeding towards the orbit of the 
earth at the rate of millions of miles 
a day. 


It Is expected that early In March • 


it will become visible to the naked 
eye. Astronomers are examining tho 
newly discovered luminary with con- 
siderable interest and It Is expected - 
that new theories on the composition 
of comets will result from obscrva-. 
tlons of this one.

AIll 8OMK TIM1C? 


The cable story from Italy the other 


day stating that Prof. Matteuccl, the 
Mt. Vesuvius astronomer, feared that 
Marchettl's comet might sot lire to 
the earth's atmosphere, has been de- 
nied, but It nevertheless breathes the 
public and sctentlllc uncertainly as to 
those wanderers of the universe. 


Astronomers have never been able 


to settle on Just what a comet Is com- 
posed of. In days gone by It has 
been said that tho tails of comet* 
were made up of tlamlng gases, and 
humanity has always feared that one 
of these tails coming too close to the 
earth, would sot Its atmosphere on 
lire and instantly burn up all life. 


Scientists claim, however, that tho 


earth has collided with the tall ..of a 
comet before, with no result worth 
considering. 
It was the same as 


walking through a ghost. 


Here is tho theory upon which 


damage might bo inflicted by collision 
with a comet. What aro known as 
meteors, showers of which aro com- 
mon during August, become Incan- 
descent when they enter the atmos- 
phere of the earth, actually burning 
up when they reach tho denser por- 
tion near the sufaco of the earth. It 
Is calculated that tho same thing 
might happen If tho substance of .a 
comet should encounter tho atmos- 
phere. It Is held by some theorist* 
that comets, at least the nuclei there- 
of, are of a composition similar to., 
meteors. 


Here, then, would bo a swirl of llory 


vapor which might singe this terres- 
trial globe In the event of a collision 
with a comet. 


How far from the surface the at- 


mosphere extends Is not known, but 
at a height of thirty-one miles It Is 
supposed to be so rarllled as not to be 
appreciable. 


The general theory of a comets 


composition Is that It Is a mass of gas 
or vapor. The astronomer Hind cal- 
culated that on June 30, 1801, tho 
earth passed Into and through tho 
tall of the great comet of that year, 
and at a distance of about two-thirds 
of the way from the nucleus. No- 
body was the worse for It. The only 
alleged manifestations were an un- 
usual darkness of the atmosphere 
during the day and a display of north- 
ern lights at night. 


In 1832 there Avas considerable ex- 


citement over Bella's comet, which 
was scheduled to pass 20,000 miles 
within tho earth's orbit, but the 
earth passed that point of Its orbit 
about four weeks after the comet's 
trespass, so the collision did not take 
place, and nobody knows what would 
have happenen If It had. Tho nebula 
of tho comet has been calculated to 
bo Just about 20,000 miles In diameter, 
so It would have been a close, shavo 
had tho earth and the comet tried to 
pass at crossing of their orbits.—Ex.

DITCH AND BURNED. 


ENGINEER IRWIN KILLED 


Many Passenoers Are Injured—Offi- 


cials of Road on Inspection 


Trip Are Caught In 


Accident. 


Connollsvllle, 


Ohio train No. 49, 


, — Haltlmoro

west-bound, run- 


ning 18 minutes lato and 40 miles an 
hour, was wrecked Thursday night 
near Indian Creek, seven miles oust 
of here. 
Tho entire train, consisting of a 


combination smoking and baggage car, 
two day coaches and tho private car 
of Robert J. Flnney, superintendent 
of the Pittsburg division of the Haiti- 
more & Ohio railroad, left tho rails 
and, after running for 200 feet along 
tho ties, was thrown Into a ditch at 
tho foot of tho mountains, where tho 
wreckage was completely burned. 


The engineer was killed, the lire- 


man fatally Injured and the baggage- 
master, express messenger, conductor 
and six passengers were seriously In- 
jured. About 30 passengers were moro 
or lens cut and bruised. 


There wero 41 passengers on tho 


train, Including a party of Haltlmoro & 
Ohio railroad ofllcluls who wero on a 
tour of Inspection. When tho train 
was three miles east of Indian Creek 
the engineer began to speed In an en- 
deavor to make up the 18 minutes lost 
early In tho trip. 


Tho train was making about 40 


miles an hour. 
Suddenly the whole 


train swayed and, with much Jarring 
and crackling, left tho rails. Fortu- 
nately the train took a course north- 
west from tho track and, after run- 
ning over 200 feet along tho ties, 
plunged into a ditch at the foot of tho 
mountains. 


Tho four cars piled in a heap al- 


most directly over tho engine. 
Tho 


passengers wore thrown and tossed 
about like packages. Screaming and 
fighting desperately, they managed to 
break the windows of tho cars and 
gain places of safety Just as all tho 
cars became Ignited from tho engine, 
and commenced to burn 
fiercely.
